(3) Only such books/manuscripts would be considered 
as are written three years before the year of award. 
During this calendar year su<di books/manuacripta 
would be conaidered as are written during the period 
starring from let January, 1992 to 31st Dec., 1994. 
The published books/manuacripts of high standard 
written on the subject in Hindi would only be 
considered for the Award. 

(4) No writer shall be given more than one award 
during a financial year.

(5) Evaluation Committee as constituted by the T^art- 
ment of Touri&m (as per para 7) for distribution of 
Awards under thin Scheme shall consider books/ 
manuscripts submitted to it during the financial 
year. Any writer may submit more than one book/

(6) Every book/manusciipt submitted before Evaluation 
Committee for consideration must be accompanied 
with an entry form duly filled in and signed by the 
writer# and shall be submitted to this Department 
by 31«t October every year.

No. 44/2/95-E.I.—The Central Water Cominlwion, 
an attached office of this Ministry, was set up 
in 1945 under the name of Central Waterways, 
Irrigation and Navigation Commission, as an apex 
technical organisation in the country in the 
field of water resources development. Since then, the 
Commission has undergone soveral changes including iti 
nomenclature. One of the major responsibilities of the 
Central Water Commission is to initiate and coordinate, in 
consultation with the State Governments concerned, schemci 
for assessment, conservation, control and utilisation of 
Water Resources for purposes of irrigation, flood manage¬ 
ment, navigation and water power generation throughout 
the country. It also undertakes the investigation, design 
construction and execution of any such schemes on required 
basis. The project reports prepared by the State Govern¬ 
ments are examined in the Central Water Commission from 
techno-economic angle. Technical guidance and suggestions 
arc also offered to the States from time to time* 

2. With a view to review the Central Water Commission’s 
roles, goals, functions and responsibilities In terms of 
achievements and developments over the past several decades 
and to suggest changes in view of the future challenges and 
needs, the Govemrnent of India have decided to set up a 
Committee to review the functioning and suggest the 
restructuring of the Central Water Commission to ensure 
that it gels properly equipped to fulfil its objectives. 


3. The Commif;ee shall consist of ihc following :

(d) To review the above In the light of recent cadre 
review of Central Water Engineering (Group A) 
Service and recommend proposal for r^tructuring 
wherever needed and guidelines for impltmnta- 
lion* 

(c) To recommend measures to ensure intensive coordi¬ 
nation with Central Ground Water Board for foil 
development of water resources. 

(f) To recommend modem management sy^cm for in¬ 
ternal working with necessary equipments. 

(g) To look at any other issues incidental to the lub- 
ject matter. 

5. The Committee shall submit its report within a period 
of two months of its constitution. 

6. The Cenral Water Commission will provide all the logis¬ 
tic support and such other assistance as may be necessary.
